While Suzuki inidcates that at some lower limit the films might not be discontinuous, Suzuki does not set 
this value at 1 0 nm, contrary to applicant's assertion. The Examiner does not agree that Suzuki teaches away from the presently claimed 
films having a thickness of 9 nm.. 
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
